There waa a heavy rairj stut-m to-day, 
which coiitinuod without cessation. 'flio 
scene ig dreary in the extreme. Stores as 
a rnlo aro closed and no business is being 
done. Tho exploring party Went down 
this morning at o'clock. They report 
that thoy failed to succeed in reaching the 
bodies, mid did not. penetrate further into 
No. 1 level than yestorday owing to the 
afterdamp backing up to tho shaft before 
which thoy wore obliged to retreat, Homo 
suffering sovoruly. It is thought now 
to run no risks, mid consequently no more 
exploring partios will do^n until tho 
lire is completely extinguished. It. is be- 
liovod that that result will soon he achiev- 
ed. Thoro is some slight danger ,,{ It sec- 
ond oxplosion unless tho liro is speedily 
subdued. In that event the calamity 
would be torriblo. Tho homes of t,lro peo- 
ple aro dosolate and many will be reduced 
to diro povorty. Mayor Gibson will call 
a public mooting for Monday evening, and 
as it is anticipated the ox tent of the casu- 
alty will then bo known, tt phm will 
bo adopted towards affording relief. It i.s 
probable that an appeal will bo issued to 
tho people of the civilized world through 
tho medium of the Associated Press. 
Several funerals will tako place ill tlio 
pouring rain. 

Few people linger around the shaft. Must, 
of -them have retired to their homos ex- 
hausted. No more bodies have been taken 
out, and little attempt is being made to 
do so, all otf'ort being concentrated in 
extinguishing tho liro. Through th kind- 
ness of Mr. Robins, superintendent) 1 
was privileged to descend the shaft this 
afternoon. Tho party comprised Win. 
McGregor, manager, Dr. Walkem, Win. 
Christie, aud J. M. O'Brien. We pene- 
trated, under Mr. McGregor's guidance, 
as far as tho air shaft, and hud tint) op- 
portunity to boo the liro, which is being 
gradually subdued. Wo visited the nngme- 
liousu and wont as far down tho Blopos as 
was safe, and had a whiff of thu after- 
damp, which is not unpleasant to smell.

THE COBBOION BIU, DEBATE. 
Before the debate on tho homo rule and 
tho Irish coercion bill was concluded tho 
House was treated to a littlo surprise. 
Monday evening the Commons did not 
sit, consequently tho debate was forced 
over to Tuesday. Curran rose to reply 
just on SIX o'clock, but by general consent 
Mr. Speaker left tho chair, the under- 
standing being that Curran should wind 
up tho dubate. Ho did not tako very 
long to reply to his opponents and before 
nine o'clock tho division on McCarthy's 
non-interference amendment was called, 
the result being 49 for, 133 against. Messrs. 
Baker, Gordon, Mara and Reid voted yea, 
Mr. Shakespeare nay. Then Davin im- 
mediately moved an amendment express- 
ing regret that it was considered neces- 
sary to pass a coercive measure for Ire- 
land, and re-affirming its convictions as 
expressed in tho resolutions of 1882 and 
1880. Thon tho flood-gates of talk once 
more wore opened. Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, who had hitherto refrained from 
speaking on tho coercion bill, rose and in 
his most biting manner referred to the 
absence from tho chamber of Sir John, 
Sir Charles Tupper, Hon. Mr. White and 
lion. Mr. Ohapleau, tho implication being 
that thoy were shirking tho voto. This 
was absolutely incorrect, tho fact being 
that Mr. Ohapleau was giving a dinner 
party that evening, to which tho other 
ministers had been invited, it was never 
anticipated that tho tirat division would 
tako phice so early, and when it was called 
cabs wore sent to Mr. Chapleau's resi- 
dence, but tho ministers could not got 
back in timu to record thoir votes. Sir 
Jyhn's appearance in tho chamber was 
grooted with a hearty cheer from his fol- 
lowers, at which ho was greatly surprised. 
It was quickly intimated to him that the 
charge of shirking had been preforrod 
against him, and tho veteran chieftain 
immediately arose, and launched out into 
an attack on Cartwright and the opposition 
in great stylo; coming to the question 
immediately before tho House he made 
an earnest appeal for non-interference — 
substantially on those grounds: (1.) That 
it was no business of the Canadian parlia- 
ment to interfere in other than their own 
concerns. (2.) That Mr. Gladstone ill 
1882 had told Canada sho ought to mind 
her own business ami not tender advice to 
tho Imperial government, and (J.) Be- 
cause tho coercion bill had passed its 
second reading by a majority or 101 and 
was bound to become law despite tho ex- 
pressed opposition of every legislative 
body in the World. To n^ mind, having 
hoard tho whole debate the posi- 
tion of Sir John and McCarthy in 
this debate is absolutely unpreguablo. 
However, the G. O. M'b advice was not 
accepted by all his followers. Bavin's 
amendment was negatived by 128 to 50, 
Messrs. Gordon, Mara, Reid and Shaks- 
iare voting for, Baker against. Mc- 
Neil's amendment was then sat on by 133 
to 56, Messrs. Gordon, Mara, Reid, Shakes- 
peare voting for, Baker agaidst. Then tho 
House divided on the main resolutions, 
which woro carried by 135 to 47. The 
British Columbia contingent voted solid 
against the resolutions, that is thoso who 
were present at the time, Messrs. Baker, 
Shakespeare, Mara and Reid. Mr. Gor- 
don had gone home and Mr. Ohisholm 
was out of the city that day. Some talk 
has beon occasioned by the attitude of 
Mr. Baker. Ho voted for Mr. McCarthy's 
amendment, and later on opposed evory- 
ling else. His position seems sound 
enough. Having attirmed the principle 
that parliament had not the right to inter- 
fere ho backed it up by his votes subsu- 
puontly. 

THE B, 0. SIUNAL .SERVICE, 

Tho members from tho Pacific province 
arc busy representing to tho government, 
the necessity of extending the telegraph 
signal service in British Columbia, and 
the department of public works is con- 
sidering whether tho service should bo 
made to include communication with 
lohnston Straits, Alberni, Capo Boale, 
and Fort San Juan. The construction of 
a lighthouse at the entrance to the Straits 
of Juan do Fuca, either at Bonilla Point 
or Fort San Juan, is being considered, as 
\lso tho converting of Fort San Juan into 
i harbor of refuge, for tho safety of 
sealers, tug-boats and other vossols and 
steamers engaged in the commerce of tho 
Dominion on tho Pacific coast. 

TUB, YUKON EXl'EUITION. 

Mr. Gordon got a slight rap ovor tho 
knuckles tho other day from tho minister 
of tho interior, although tho question he 
askod Mr. White whb a well-intentioned 
ono. Ho wanted to know if any practical 
gold Illinois would bo selected to ac- 
company tho Yukon expedition, with a 
view of testing the value of thu auriferous 
deposits in the regions to bo explored. 
Tho answer given was that Dr. Goorgo 
Bawsun, assistant director of the goo- 
logical survey, had been appointed chief 
of the expedition, than whom no one ill 
America was more competent to test tho 
value of auriferous deposits, 



London, April 28.— Tho resolutions of 
the Dominion parliament with reference 
to the Irish Crimes bill were unnoticed by 
the London morning papers-, but aro sub- 
jected to criticism in the evening journals. 

Tho ijt. James' Gazette wonders what 
tho Canadians would say if tho imperial 
house of commons passed a resolution in 
favor of releasing Nova Scotia from tho 
union. Our colonial cousins, Bays tho 
Gazette, would not like it, and England 
would hear plain words indeed, yet tho 
imperial parliament has a perfect technical 
right to interfere in Canadian mat tors, 
while the Dominion has none whatoverto 
interfere in British politics. Continuing, 
tho Gazette says: "While we aro not in- 
clined to take tho resolutions too seriously, 
it would have shown better taste and 
statesmanship to Have let tho matter 
alone." 

Tho Pall Mall Gazette, approves of the 
resolution and speaks of the significance 
of tho division, which may be attributed 
to tho Irish vote, which shows its power 
in passing so important a resolution. 
Parliamentary majorities may wax and 
wane, but the Irish vote is a permanent 
factor in colonial politics. 

The Evening News says it is very kind 
of Canadian Liberals and the Irish ele- 
ment to leach us what we ought to do. It 
pities tho Canadian parliament that it has 
nothing better to do than pass aimless 
resolutions of the school debating society 
order. 

The Glube. regrets that Mr. Blako lent 
himself to a movement with which Canada 
has nothing to do. Canadian liberals 
have gravely discredited themselves as a 
party, while tho supporters of the gov- 
ernment, by voting in opposition, show a 
want of patriotism or wisdom which 
ought to tell against them in tho eyes of 
their constituents. It is glad to loarn 
that tho Canadian press, which is much 
more representative of public opinion, 
condemns the vote. 

I interviewed many leading liberal 
Unionist and conservative members to- 
day, and they all concur practically in 
saying that Canada exceeded her functions 
in passing judgment on tho imperial par- 
liament with reference to a question with 
which England alone has to deal. The 
zesolutiona, it is noedless to remark, at- 
tracted no attention in tho house. 



DRAWING THE LINE TIGHT. 

Washington, May 0. — The collector of 
customs at Marquette, Mich., informs tho 
treasury department that the contract for 
building of tho international railroad 
bridtre at the port of Sault Ste. Marie has 
been awarded to the Canadian contractors 
.and asks how ho shall treat the matorials 
which they will bring into his district for 
use in tho construction of the bridgo 
Assistant Secretary Maynard has informed 
hini in reply that the machinery, materi- 
als, "etc., imported by contractors and ac- 
tually landed and used in United States 
territory aro liable to customs duty, but 
that such of the building materials as may 
be used in tho river and which are not 
actually landed in United States territory 
aro exempt from the payment of duty. I 
is suggested, however, that tho contrac- 
tors must give a bond that nono of tho 
materials exempt shall be landed in United 
States territory.

Tlio election of Mr. Fry for Cowichan 
simply demonstrates the fact that tho gov 
eminent vote in tho district outnumbers 
that of the opposition by 2A to 1.

The only objection which 
we had to Mr. Fry's candidature was that 
by tho running of a second candidate, in 
tho government interest, as against ono 
in the interest of the opposition, the op- 
position chance of success was doubled. 
We never doubted that tho strength of 
the government was more then two to 
ono against the opposition, but wo (lepra 
cated any chance which gave such odds 
against the government, Mr. Fry lias 
been elected by supporters of tho govern 
luent who have faith that he will be loyal 
in his support. His constituents are the 
best judges of his political integrity and 
we are assured their confidence will not 
be betrayed. It was simply a choice of 
tho friends of tile government between 
two men — and tho electors had a right t<: 
their selection. Mr. Fry will always h we 
our support so long as he consistently 
supports good government - and just so 
long and no longer will he deserve and re 
ceive the support of those who elected 
him. If for one instant he should be 
found wavering to t he side of the oppo- 
sition — which party has ever been the 
oneniy of Cowichan— he will immediately 
forfeit the support of those who elected him. 
If Mr. Fry ever had any inclinations to- 
wards the local opposition the attitude of 
that faction, and of their organ, to bis 
district, and their attempt to belittle it 
would soon tlispel any such feeling. For 
an instance of opposition Bontiment to 
wards the east coast district the following 
passage from last night's organ affords a 
fair illustration: 

"Here is a sample of the farm produce com 
ingr to this city by the \i. & N. It.

The discussion in the Ottawa house on 
the Queen's, N. 15., election case was not 
a very interesting one, being purely legal 
in its aspect. As our readers may remem- 
ber, tho trouble has arisen out of the re- 
turning officer disqualifying the liberal 
candidate, Mr. King, who had tho major- 
ity of votes, 61, ami returning the con- 
servative candidate, Mr. Liaird, because 
King's elect ion deposit was not paid in by 
his authorized agent. The liberals want- 
ed tho house! to order the clerk of the 
crown in chancery to amend the return, 
substituting King's name for liaird. The 
government [imposed in amendment that 
tho committee be relegated to the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, and on 
tho latter proposal the first party vote of 
tho new parliament took place. Tho 
government's majority waa32, 10'.) yeas, 77 
nays. Of the nationalists Messrs. Uorgoron, 
Couture, Desjardins, Gaudot and Girouard 
voted with the government, and Messrs. 
Amyot, Oimon, Ooursol, Dupont and 
Gigault. An analysis of t he vote may not be 
unacceptable. One bundredand Eighty-sis 
votes werecast. ( IneCoiiHervativcseat, Kos- 
tigouche, is vacant. One Conservative 
member lias yet to take his seat, Huds- 
peth. One Conservative is in tho speak- 
er's chair, Owimot. The pairs were Mrio- 
dowall and Edwards, Kirkpatrick and 
Burdett, Ferguson (Wolland)and Weldon 
(St. John). The following Conservatives 
wore not. present: Messrs. Band, Desau- 
luiers, Cargill, 1 laker, Boll, Weldon, 
(Albert) and Ives. Reformers: Cook, 
Davis, Mackenzie, tho two Langoliers, 
Purooll ami Waldio. Deducting Ooursol, 
Dupont mid Patterson (Essex), who ordi- 
narily will support the government, 

Figure the above out anil it will he seen 
therefrom that the ministerial majority in 
parliament is •!!>. 

THE NEW DEPARTMENTS. 

Tho intelligence wired us a few days 
ago from Ottawa by our correspondent, 
about tho proposed reorganization of the 
cabinet can now be considerably sup- 
plemented. Hon. Mr. Thompson has 
given notice of a hill to make provision 
for the 1 appointment of a solicitor-general 
at a salary of $11,000, which is $1,000 
less than the othors are now getting. 
This officer will not have a Beat in tho 
tho cabinet. The roorgimiisation in con- 
templation will inaugurate the British 
wystjun of members pi the government as 
distinct from members of the cabinet, tho 
former part ••dung more of t he character 
*>I under secretaries. Instead of a niin- 
istor of cuntoins and n minister of inland 
revenue, these names will be changed to 
that of comptroller of their respective 
departments;. The duties of Urn finance 



by tho transfer of tho regulation of tho 
tariff to the now department of trade and 
commerce and to tho customs department. 
This redistribution has boon rendered 
necessary by tho pressure of work upon 
the department of justice, and the new 
duties to bo undertaken by tho govorn- 
mont in relation to labor questions, the 
restriction of foreign trado, etc. It is 
well known also that in connection with 
the trade and commerce department) a 
bureau of statistics is to bo established, 
tho prospective head of which is Mr, 
George Johnson, formerly Ottawa corres- 
pondent of tho Toronto Mail, and whoso 
visit to British Columbia last summer in 
company with Sir John Macdonuld, will 
doubtless be remembered by many Vic- 
torians. Should the measures outlined 
above bo adopted tho government will 
consist of fifteen members, of whom 
thirteen will bo members of tho cabinet. 

Tim St. Paul PioneerPreu joins with 
some of tho more clear-headed of its con- 
temporaries in strongly condemning the 
attitude taken by the New England fish- 
ermen and their spokesmen. It says: "A 
very largo majority of tho people in this 
country hope that there is no truth in tho 
rumor that tho president contemplates 
using tho power put into his hands by the 
bill for non -intercourse with Canada. 
There is no occasion for its exercise, as 
there was none for its bestowal. If made 
of practical otleot, tho result could scarce- 
ly fail to bo such a serious complication 
between this government and that of Great 
Britain as could hardly ho settled by 
peaceable moans. It is little less than 
astounding that a great nation should have 
permitted itself tube put in a position so 
dangerous and so unnecessary by the ela- 
mour of a few interested poisons. I hat 
there arc difficulties needing adjustment 
and wrongs needing righting wo have al- 
ready soon. But the method is wholly 
unadvisablo. And it is, in essence, no- 
thing more nor less than the Work of a 
shrewd combination between the load 
fishery interests of a few New England 
settlements, and certain of the great rail- 
way interests of the Atlantic ami Middle 
States. There is no need of great pat'ionoe 
with the fishery interest, proper, because 
it is thoroughly dishonest in its position 
and its demands, as wo aro prepared to 
prove." 

THE NANAIMO DISASTER.

1 must mention this in jus- 
tice to those who wore with nio, one of 
whom by right 6f age and experience was 
in charge. Of course, every man who 
went down the shaft held his life in his 
hand, and as one man's life is as good as 
another's, 1 think no distinction should 
be made among the dozens of men who 
have been trying to do their duty to their 
unfortunate comrades.

ONTARIO. 

Tlio contract tor tho bridge ovor tho 
Bow rivor at Calgary is awarded to Ken- 
nedy, of Calgary, and Iloury, of Ottawa. 

The Toronto National societies will erect 
a statute of tho Queen in honor of Hor 
Majesty's jubilee. 

A largo number of Lanadowno's tenants 
have forwarded him a letter of sympathy 
and declared they always received good 
treatment from him. 

Tho Dominion buget speech will bo de- 
livered on Tuesday of noxt week. 

Tho Waterloo and Magog railway will 
likely be transferred to the Canadian Pa- 
cific to be used as part of the short lino l«) 
the maritime provinces. 

The deputation asking for a land grant 
for the Medicine Hat railway and coal 
company, claim that if the mine is de- 
veloped it will reduce the price of coal to 
§3. 50 per ton. 

Detective O'Neill, at one time super- 
intendent of Dominion police, and well- 
known in police circles throughout Can- 
ada, died suddenly on Saturday at Ot- 
tawa. 

The alleged immoralities of tho Indian 
officers in the Northwest will bo brought 
up by the opposition with a view to hav- 
ing tho matter investigated. 

Already half of Kingston's share of the 
increased endowment for Queen's uni- 
versity has been subscribed. It is thought 
tho city will give §30,000 more than 
promised.

The 
eyes have a wonderful outlook, spiritua 
and as if they saw far beyond mortal gaze 
The expression of tho iace is united ti 
that of the outstretched, pleading, earn 
eat hand. The words "Come unto me, yo 
who are weary and heavy laden, and yo 
shall find rest," seem to be uttered by tho 
lipss and yet the intense sudnoss of the 
face is as if He had little hope that mi 
mauity would listen Lo the call.

FERTILIZATION OF ARCTIC PLANTS 

Now, all the world over, mountain- 
plants, especially those that grow beyond 
tho limit of trees, and close up to the very 
snow-line, are celebrated for their excep- 
tional display of vivid color. Everybody 
must at least have heard of the Alpine 
gentians, globe-flowers, and daffodils, that 
belt with blue or gold or primrose whole 
zones of mountain-side in Swiss spring- 
time. Exactly the same thing is true of 
the Arctic (lowers; short as is their sum- 
mer, they make it beautiful while it lasts, 
with their profuse bloom, a hundred times 
more vivid and pervasive than anything 
to be seen in those much over-praised and 
misrepresented tropics. Even in temper- 
ate Europe and America, everybody must 
have noticed that, as we go up the higher 
hills, we find their slopes purple with 
heather or golden with grose, pink with 
mountain-laurel, or crimson with masses 
of the wild rhododendron. 

Why is this t Simply because among 
the uplands and more especially close to 
the snow-iine, bees are rare, and the work 
of fertilization is mainly left to thecare of 
the butterflies. Now, the bee, as every- 
body knows, is a steady regular, business- 
like worker; ho (lies low, hunts close, nev- 
er mixes his liquors, sticks steadily to one 
kind of honey produced by one species on 
each journey, and looks carefully for his 
selected blossom in and out among the 
tangled vegetation of meadow or roadside. 
Hince the dowel's that, specially cater for 
his peculiar tastes are more remarkable 
for their oxaot adaptation to his size and 
shape t han for any conspicuous floral dis- 
play. But the butterfly, on the other 
hand, is well known to be a tlteklu, flit- 
ting, fantastic creature; ho flios high from 
bunch to bunch of large and noticeable 
bright-colored flowers. Above all other 
members of the insect tribe, ho is a lover 
of color; big patches of red or white or 
purple are the things to attract him from 
a distance with I heir massive glare, and to 
draw him down from his careless flight in 
the oyo of heaven. Hence butterfly (low- 
ers generally grow in huge trusses, massed 
closely together to ro-enforco one an- 
other's effect; and they produce the finest 
total displays of any species known to hu- 
manity. On the hill-fops, and especially 
close above the limit of trees, tho high- 
flying butterflies have t hings all their own 
way. The plants that affect these chilly 
situations, therefore, have before been 
compelled to accomodate themselves to 
the circumstances, and to trust for fertil- 
ization to the stray attentions of the cas- 
ual butterfly. It is not, without reason, 
then, that on the summit of Mount Wash - 
ington a specialized ami peculiar glacial 
butte'rHys llbuld still accompany thospoei- 
alized and peculiar glacial (lowors, —Popu- 
lar Scieiux Monthly.

FRESH FASHION NOTES. 

PA EISIAN COSTOM B8. 

Tlii! new Parisian costumes and toilets, 
both for street and housewear, show two 
great extremes. ( )no elleet is elegant, se- 
vere and artistic; ,tho other style is de- 
cidedly elaborate and dressy, fn the first 
case the gowns show tho master hand in 
the matter of tit and finish; in the details 
of the latter style of dress tho manipula- 
tion of a deft Parisian are manifested in 
every fold and curve. No two toilets are 
alike, and there is infinite variety in the 
voluminous draperies anil irregular ar- 
rangements of each individual gown. 



Dressy little jackets, to bo worn over 
skirts of various kinds, are cut with el- 
bow sleeves, postilion backs and With 
fronts rather short and opening in pora- 
padour shape. These aire made in colors 
and also in black, with superb jet garni- 
tures in the shape of revers, Cliffs and el- 
aborate epaulettes, with dog-collar to 
matcH. En suite with those are charming 
little colored chemisettes of cream-wllite 
crfipo lisse, primrose-yellow, silk gauze, 
old rose tulle ar silk batiste, lilac crape, 
etc. If one elects for a black velvet jacket 
then there can be an assortment of chem- 
isettes, with skirt trimmings of ribbons to 
correspond. Variety can thus bo achieved 
with little expense. 

TAJ LOR SUITS, 
Dark myrt le-green tailor suits, made of 
pilot cloth, tricot, or ladies' cloth, braided 
in gold or silver, or those of admiral blue, 
with skirt panels embroidered in gold, 
with a little garniture upon tho bodice, 
are tho height of stylo abroad. These i.ro 
fashioned, however, in various ways. 
Some of the suits are plaited from belt to 
hem, with full draperies in the back, and 
a Louis XIV jacket, above, opening wide- 
ly over a broad, ample waitscoat in regular 
colonial style. This ijiUt is of palo gdid- 
colorod picpio or corded silk, fastened with 
dark -green or blue onamol buttons set in 
gold. Other gowns bIiow long classic dra- 
peries, with poplum points ending in cost- 
ly ornaments, with Directoriro coats 
above, with long panel skirts at tho back. 

SLEEVES. 

Hloovos aro in a transition state, and 
tho latest fashion appears to bo a full puff 
from the shoulder to tho elbow. This 
sleeve, however, is scon only on toa 
gowns, matinees and other homo toilets 
designed to be either picturesque or his- 
torical in effect. Another sleeve called tho 
'•Medici," is pulled at the elbow, and 
thou slashed to show a bright undcrpuff 
beneath, Before electing for this stylo it 
would be well to consider, first of all, if it 
will prove becoming, and next, whether 
the intended wearer possesses as a wrap ft 
looso dolman visito or a glove-fitting jack- 
et. 1 f the latter, probably tho pulled drcss- 
sloovo will decline aoquintanoe with tho 
jacket sleeve, and if pressed into contact 
by tho force of arms, tho distended and 
disturbed bodice sleovo will assort itself 
in an ugly circle, clearly precoptible to 
tho naked eye, from an exterior viow of 
tho fitting garment and tho wearer there- 
of will bo suspected very strongly of hav- 



ing recently passod tho disagreeable or- 
deal of vaccination. 

BONNETS, 

Straw bonnets are trimmed with velvet 
jn dark shades, mingled with tho ariest 
and lightest textiles. Tho effect is parti- 
cularly attractive, after tho heavy garni- 
tures of tho tedious winter, and the stylo 
is becoming to all. Scarfs of silk muslin, 
1 tulle, crape, or Swiss batiste, in Persian 
| patterns, Indian designs, or thoso purely 
floral or geometric, in plaids, stripes ami 
in old tapestry effects with or without 
gold, are all shown. Tho handkerchiefs of 
these fabrics will also prove very popular. 
Those diaphanous kerchiefs aro also made 
into breakfast caps and into pretty dress 
capotes by mounting then) in irregular 
folds upon the frame of some becoming 
shape. Even round bats with irregular 
brims, designed for mourning or neglige 
toilets, tr t rimed with a crape scarf or kerr 
chief arranged all around the crown, or 
only on one side. Such a hat faced with 
velvet and ornamented with a monture of 
flowers, a half-wreath or some loops of 
velvet ribbon is very chic and tasteful. 

PARASOLS. 

Parasols for spring and summer wear 
are large, long-handled, anil this season 
show ten gold or silver pointed ribs. The 
fabrics of which they aro constructed aro 
of every sort of material used for dress, 
showing models in lace, plaited and 
striped velvet, colored not in pale-green 
palm deginson grounds of ecru, etc., and 
similar patterns. Vertical bands of satin 
dr plush are arranged on gores of sheeny 
satin with stylish effect. Other parasols in 
mauresque shape are made wholly of ecru 
silk tulle, the creamy folds and soft puffs 
banded down with stripes of Lyons velvet 
ribbon in violet, wino color, dark moss 
groon or black. Point d' esprit is tucked, 
and then laid over parasols of tinted satin 
duchess. Elegant looking parasols of gold- 
en-brown satin, lined with pale primrose- 
silk, aro striped with dark-brown velvet 
on each gore, and finished around the edge 
with a platted frill of primroso-colored 
crepe lisslo, embroidered in silks of wood 
colors, shaded from faintest Wilton yel- 
low to doopest. bronze. Theso parasols 
have willow handles, handsomely carved 
and inlaid with bits of dark wood vari-col- 
orod. 



SCIENTIFIC 

Paper pulp from peat is a new idea. 
Tho fibrous peat is dried on trays and 
then treated so as to separate the clean 
fiber from which tho pulp is made. 

Dr. Macgowan suggests tho introduc- 
tion of Chinese straw .dioes into tho nur- 
sery for the uso of children on account of 
their lightness and the freedom thoy al- 
low thu foot. 

Luminous pain(i his boon applied to tho 
Bights of rifles t o enable, them to ho used 
in tho dark. Tho method of using consists 
in fixing a luminous bond over the two 
sights of tho weapon. 

To tako spots of paint off wood, lay a 
thick coating of lime and soda mixed to- 
gether over it, letting it, stay twenty-four 
hours, then wash oil' with warm water 
and the spot will have disappeared. 



Natural gas has boon put to a now use 
round about Pittsburg. A market garden- 
er is raising asparagus in the open air by 
its aid and proposes to carry bis experi- 
ments to boils of other vegetables hither- 
to grown in greenhouses. 

Old iron ropes which have been, used in 
pit shafting nro now utilized at tho Can- 
nock Chase colleries as conductors for con- 
veying electricity to light the mines and 
works overhead. Thoy are insulated with 
tarpaulin and laid in troughs among coal- 
dust. 

A scientific novelty is a Ions which mag- 
nifies, yet is perfectly flat on both sides. 
It is made ar. .leno by the manufacturer of 
Professor Abbe's new optical glass. Tho 
lens consists of u single disk whoso dens- 
ity varies so that its refractive power de- 
creases regularly from tho surfaeo inward. 

M. Carles, professeur agrego at tho 
Faculty do Modoeino of Bordeaux, has re- 
cently reaffirmed that the codliver oil 
which is lighest in color is the purest and 
tho most easily assimilated. The deep col- 
or frequently soon in codliver oil is owing 
to more or loss putrefied livers having 
been usod. 

Electricity is now usod to obtain fluor- 
ine from hydro-fluoric acid. Tho acid is 
electrolysed at a comparative high poten- 
tial, nearly forty volts, and the acid thus 
separated into its constituent elements, 
hydrogen and fluorine. It is thought that 
tho isolation of fluorine will give rise to a 
long list of now compounds. 

An ingenious method of laying concrete 
under water consists of first inclosing tho 
beton or concrete in paper bugs or other 
soluble envelopes and thou lodging tho 
bags so filled in the desiretl position under 
water by sliding them down a chute or in 
such a manner that thoy will not bo rup- 
tured until after thoir contents shall bo in 
place, 

Professor Noumayor of Hamburg urges 
the necessity of Antarctic exploration, lay- 
ing special stress on its Importance for 
geology and paleontology. Ho anticipates 
that it will show that tho South Polo was 
a center of dispersion of animals and 
plants for tho southern hemisphere, as tho 
north polo is believed to havo boon for tho 
Northern. 

It has boon suggested that ropes used 
for scaffolding purposes, especially in lo- 
calities whero the atmosphere is apt to 
destroy hemp, should ho dipped when dry 
in a bath containing twenty grains of sul- 
phato of copper per litre of water, and 
kupt in this solution about four days. The 
sulphate of copper absorbed will, it is bo- 
liovod, preserve them from attacks of par- 
asites and rot, 

Tho use of tho gall of rattlesnakes is 
warmly urged by M. Koskicky of Austria 
as an antidote for snako-bitos. M. Kos- 
kicky, who became acquainted with the 
antidote in Venezuela, doclaros it both in- 
expensive and efl'octivo, as well as instan- 
taneous in its operation, cows and dogs in 
the last stage of poison rocovoring imme- 
diately on tho remedy being administered 
to thorn. 

Tho river thyme, which has boon gen- 
erally voted a nuisance, choking up ponds 
arid rivers with its rapid growth, is now 
thought to bo a remarkable health plant 1 . 
A Gorman doctor has discovered that in 



his district malaria and diarrhea have de- 
creased since the water thyme began to in- 
fest tho streams. Tho plant feeds on do- 
cayed vegetable matter, etc., which are 
supposed to breed disease germs. 

Mine. Zaluska, in thej Jicvue. Scientijl- 
q\ie, is authority for the statement that 
the lowest temporature that M. Wroble- 
wski has produced, by allowing liquefied 
hydrogen to escape, is — 211 degs. C, or 
about —380 degs. Fahr. At this tempera- 
ture she adds, neither gases or liquids ex- 
ist, but everything is solidified. The met- 
als lose their electric resistaece, and the 
current passes through matter without 
developing heat in it. 

Tho saturating treatment for typhoid 
fever is being popularized in the columns 
of the tiuuthem Practitioner. Dr. G. W. 
Ronfro concludes an article on treatment 
as follows; "Saturate your patient with 
turpentine, and pickle him in acid, and ho 
will not die of typhoid fever." Dr. J. \V, 
Grace offers, as an amendment; "Satur- 
ate your patient in turpentine, pickle him 
in acid, smooth him out with opium and 
salt down with quinine, and ho cannot 
die." 

The following is said to be a sure test 
for ascertaining wdiethor wall paper con- 
tains arsenic: take a piece of paper and 
pour upon it strong aqua ammonia ovor a 
saucer, If there be any arsenic present 
this will dissolve it. Collect tho liquid in 
a vial or tube, and drop in a crystal of ni- 
trate of silver. If there bo arsenic present, 
little yellow crystals will make their ap- 
pearance about the nitrate of silver. Ar- 
senical green, when washed with aqua I 
ammonia, either changes blue or fades. J 

Scarfs and neckties of metal arc a new J 
German invention. Gold, platinum and! 
silvor strips are welded, after tho niosaicj 
style, upon a metal ground, prepared byS 
the incandescent process, then compressed 
by means of powerful prosscs and finally 
elongated by rolling into long sheets ar 
strips. Tho colors aro yellow, rod, groen. 
white, gray and black, and the scarfs, lin- 
ing indestructible, aro considered of prac- 
tical value. They are manufactured chiefly 
at I laden and Pforzheim.

Gladstone having said that there are 
"within the compass of the United King- 
dom, no lest! Lhau four nationalities," 
John Lubbock in tho London Timet of 
March the 19th. proceeds to divide up tho 
country according to blood. Ah regards 
South Britian, ho says, it will bo general- 
ly admitted that, omit ting thfl question of 
pre-Uultie races, WhIch and Cornwall are 
predominantly Celtic; that tho south and 
oast are predominantly Saxon, with a con- 
siderable Norman intermixture; that cur- 
tain districts are mainly Scandinavian; 
that our population is built up of three 
principal elements — Celtic, Saxon and 
Scandinavian. 

In Ireland, the population of the oast 
and north is mainly Saxon; in thu north- 
west Coltic, while in the extreme south- 
west the basis is Iberian, akin to the po- 
pulation in parts of Spain. The very many 
who imagine themselves to be Celts, and 
the natural foes of thu Sassenach, are de- 
fendants of English colonists, even in 
Monster and Counaught. The Parnells, 
Grays, Moores, Burkes, Fitzgeralds, Mc- 
Mahons, Harrys, Butlers aro Anglo-Nor- 
man. 

To pass to North Britain. Hero we are 
met at once by the curious fact that tho 
Saxons were in Caledonia before the 
Scots. In fact. the Scots won- an Irish 
tribe. Ireland, says Hedu, "was the ori- 
ginal country of the Scuts." "I hernia pro- 
pria Scotu. nm estlKltrut." Scotia was ori- 
ginally Ireland," said Iio/.ius — "Scotia, 
qua: turn ant [hernia." The Scotch came 
from Ireland, says Marianus, "SfcotlUf, de 
Ibernia iiunUu nakus." Ireland, says Chal- 
mers in his great work, was "known at 
the end of tho third century as the native 
country of tin; Scots, and in after ages by 
the name of Scotland; this appellation 
was afterward transferred from Ireland to 
Scotland;" ami lie asserts, as the result of 
all his inquiries, that no permanent settle- 
ment of the Scotch in Caledonia took 
place till toward the close of the sixth 
century. 

In fact, down to the Middle Ages, if a 
person was called a Scot it was meant that 
he was born in Ireland. Mr. Bonwicks 
says, "tho real Scotia was Ireland, whose 
name got transferred to North Britain," 
and Mr. Taylor, in "Words and Places,', 
remarks t hat "the Scots, this conquering 
Irish sept, which appears to have actually 
colonized only a pan of Argylo, succeeded 
in bestowing its inline on thu whole coun- 
try." Argyle is indeed the country of the 
Gael or Irishman, In the north of Scot- 
land, the Orkneys, and Shotlands, the po- 
pulation is mainly Scandinavian, Suther- 
land being so named as the southern por- 
tion of their territory. In the east and 
south the population is mainly Saxon. 
Edinburgh is a Saxon city, built by Edwin, 
King of Nortluunbria, and called after 
him. 

Of the great Scotch families, the Baliols 
are named from Bailluol or Beliol in Nor- 
mandy, the Camerons from Cambronne, 
the Braces from Yorkshire, the Stewarts 
from Shropshire, the blamiltons from 
Hambleton in Buckinghamshire, the 
Lindsays from Lindsay in Essex, the Sin- 
clair from St. Clair in Normandy, the 
Comyns from Comities in [''landers. Some 
even of the Highland clans are Teutonic. 
The Gordons, says MaeLauglllin, the Kra- 
sers, the Chisholms, etc., are without any 
trace of a connection with the Celts, and 
originally without doubt of pure Teutonic 
blood. So are the Macaulays, while tho 
Maclaughlius, Kennedys. Macdonalds and 
Muiilooan.ro Irish, and the Elliotts, f'ra- 
sers, Maxwells, Mathesous and Koiths 
English. 

"The great heroes of Scottish history," 
says Bon wick, "Bruce and Wal. 1 .. , were 
of English origin." Tho Lothians says 
Hume, were "entirely peopled with Sax- 
ons." 

Thus, then, in Scotland, as in England, 
the east is mainly Teutonic, the wost 
mainly Celtic, [f we are to be divided at 
all according to blood, the divisions would 
not be into lingland, Scotland, Ireland 
and Wales. I'iie main division in Groat 
Britain would not he from east to wust, j 
but from north to south; the Saxon divi- 
siou would include the greater portion of I 
the east of England, the east of Ireland] 
ami ul Scotland; tie: Celtic division would 
comprise most of the west of Ireland and 
west of .Scotland, with Wales and Corn- 
wail; the Scandinavian the north of Scot- 
land, several maratime districts on the 
east, Westmoreland, Cumberland and 
Pembroke, while the extreme southwest 
of Ireland would bo Iberian.

A BY-LAW 

To Regulate Streets and Sidewalks 
and the Traffic thereon. 



Bk it Knaotko ;>> Uio Council of the Corpora- 
tlon o! the City of Victoria us follows: 
shout TITLE. 

1. This By-law may ho cited as tho "Strout 
By-law." 

INTKIU-KKTATION. 

2. Tho " Interpretation By law " applies tothis 
By-law. 

BIDBWAiIrS, awnings, etc. 

'.i. Thu Council may Kltulo aud construct pub- 
lic sidewalks or footpaths whenever and wher- 
ever they may deem it necessary or expedient. 
(No. 85, s. 2, part.) 

i. All public atuo walks and footpaths shall he 
Kiadod, constructed, maintained and repaired 
By the Council at tho expense of the Corpora- 
tion, except as hereinafter mentioned. (No. 85, 
ss. ;t & B.) 

5. All public footpaths and sidewalks shall ho 
made of wood, stone, lileu, brick or such other 
material as tho Council may from time to time 
by resolution order, and shall be of one uniform 
gradient, width and material throughout t he 
entire length of the block abutting on any 
street, and shall have a fall of one-fourth of nu 
inch to the fool at least towards tho street. (No. 
Ho, ss. 2 (part) & 1.) 

(i. Kvory wooden sidewalk shall, unless tho 
Council by resolution order otherwise, be con- 
structed according to tho Bpeolllcallon next fol- 
lowing, namely : 14 inch planks. 1(1 inches wido 
and uniformly sawn, with bearings 4x1 inches, 
cross bearings where requirod, and cedar posts 
placed on sills 12x12x8 Inches: if the sidewalk is 
not more than six feet wide it shall have three 
hearers ; if It is more than six feet but. not more 

than eight foot wide it shall have four bearers; 
and if it is mere than olght feet, hut. not more 
than ten feet wideil. shaii have live hearers; and 
*o on in proportion for any gtoator width; and 
oil such bearers shall he properly braced with 
1x11 inch Bcantllng ; all planking shall he nailed 
with 41 inch nails, two nails to each bearing, 
and all nails driven in une-fourth of an inch he- 
low t lie surface of the plank ; and all posts, sill- 
and braces shall lie proporly nailed. (No. S,"), H. 7.1 

7. Where any portion or u wooden sidewalk 
may bo required to be crossed by any vehicle or 
beast for gaiuinK access to any premises the 
crossing shall he constructed with planks not 
less than three inches thick laid longitudinally, 
and shall be constructed and maintained at the 
expense of the owner of the premises, such ex- 
pense being payable and paid iu advance to tho 
City Treasurer. (No. 85, s. 0.) 

8. The Council may, whenever anil wherever 
they may deem It necessary or expedient, con-

11. No person shall erect or cause to be erect- 
ed any post or structure In or upon any street or 
public sidewalk, foot-path or sidewalk-allow- 
ance without the permission, by resolution, of 
the Couiscil. (No. 85, 8. 8.) 

1L\ Evory awning, sign or shade, and every 
bracket BUppoi t Ing the same, across or over any 
sidewalk shall bo at least nine feet clear 
above the level of the sidewalk. (No. so, s. 25.) 

l& Every area extending under any street or 
public sidewalk must he covered uver with iron 
or strong wooden grating; the space between 
the bars not exceeding one inch; but no such 
area shall tie permittod without the consent by 
resolution of the council; and such consent may 
be revoked at pleasure, if the covering bo not 
kept in proper repair. (No. aj, s. 21.) 

14. No gate or Uoornbutting on n street or pub- 
lic sidewalk shall open outwardly ovor such 
street or sidewalk. (No. 85, h. '.£!.) 

15. No steps or hoot-scrapers shall be placed 
on any street or public sidewalk. (No. 85, s. 22.) 

OBSTRUCTIONS. 

10. No person shall break, tear up, or remove 
any planking, pavement, sidewalk, curbing, 
macadamizing or other road surface, or make 
any excavation in or under any street or public 
sidewalk, or deposit any building material 
thereon for the purpose of building or otherwise 
without having first obtained permission in 
writing from the council or the street committeo 
to do so; and in ease any such permission be 
granted, the work so permitted shall be done 
only under the direction of the city surveyor, 
ana thu person to whom such permission is 
granted slJW forthwith complete the work and 
replace, remy and make good whatever he may 
have broken, torn up, removed or excavated 
undersuch permission. (No. 9, 88. 2 and 4; No. 
85, ss. 14 and Iti.) 

i7. The person obtaining such permission as 
hist aforesaid shall, during the continuance of 
the work or obstruction in question, keep and 
maintain all such fem es, lights, und watehnien. 
anil take such further precautions as may he 
necessary to prevent accident to persons or 
property, onus may he required by tho street 
committee or tho city surveyor, and shall be 
responsible for all accidents that may occur to 
any person or property by reason of such work 
or obstruction. (Id.) 

IK. No person shall place, or cause or allow lo 
ho placed, any goods, wares, merchandise, or 
ot her article, upon or over any street or public 
sidewalk; hut this provision shall not interfere 
with the reasonable and expeditious use of a 
portion of n street or sidewalk for the taking in 
or delivery of merchandise orother goods. (No. 
85, s. 15.)

21. Every occupier, and in ease t hero is no oc- 
cupier every owner, lessee, or agent for the ab- 
sent owner, of any building or land abut ting on 
a street, and every person having charge or care 
of any church, chapel, school or public building 
abutting on a street, shall water and cleanly 
sweep and keep free from dirt, (lust, snow, ice, 
orother Incumbrance, the pavement or sidowalk 
and the gutter or walerooursu in front of such 
building or land before :cn o'clock in the morn- 
ing of each day except .Sunday; and ill ease any 
snow or ice'shall he so frozen that it cannot he 
removed without injury to the sidewalk or pave- 
ment, be shall strew the same with ashes, 
sand or oilier suitable substance, (No. 85, ss.
